1. An absorbent article to be worn inside of another absorbent 
article, comprising a liquid-permeable facing layer which faces the wearer, a bapemg 
layer in contact with another absorbent article, said backing layer being^efmed of a 
liquid-impermeable sheet and having at least one opening ma^e^therein, and an 
absorbent core interposed between the facing layer and the beefing layer.

12. An absorbent article to be worn inside of another absorbent 
article, comprising a liquid-permeable Yacing layer which faces the wearer, a liquid-, 
permeable backing layer to be applied to\another absorbent article, and an absorbent 
core interposed between the facing layer Wl|tlRf backing layer. 

13. The absorbent article <rf Claim— -12, further comprising a 
removable, liquid-impermeable covering sheet wl^ich covers the entire surface of the 
backing layer. 



14. The absorbent article of Claim 13, further comprising a first 
adhesive means and a second adhesive means, both for fastening the covering sheet 
disposed on the backing layer, wherein the second adhesive^ means is located on both 
sides of the absorbent article in the widthwise direction and thfe first adhesive means is 
located closer to the center of the absorbent article in the widthwise direction than the 
second adhesive means, wherein the first adhesive means exhibiting a stronger 
adhesive force than the second adhesive means after the covering sheet is removed.
